Indians Did Not 


Find Oil Prior To 
Time Of White Man 


(International News Service) 


HARRISBTJRG, Aug. 23.—Arch- 


aeologists of the State Historical 
commission today exploded the 
mytli that Indians in Northwestern 
Pennsylvania obtained 
crude oil 


from the site of the Drake oil well 
near Titusville centuries before the 
white man. 


Investigation of the pits discov- 


ered years ago near the- world's first 
practical oil well by the archaeologi- 
cal survey headed by Donald A. 
Cadzow showed the Indians sought 
clay which was near the surface, 
and not oU, Cadsow reported to Dr. 
James N. Rule, state superintendent 
of public instruction. 


"In that particular area, the clay 


is very near the surface," Cadzow 
reported. "Indians discovered that 
this fact and whenever they needed 
clay for pottery making they dug a 
pit and exposed the clay. We dug 
out four of them and tested two oth- 
ers. 


"In two we found digging sticks. 


These apparently had been cut on 
the ends with crude tools, probably 
stone axes. The air-tight clay pre- 
served the wood. There was no sign 
of oil In any of the pits."

Time Of White Man

HARRISBURG, Aug. 23.—Arch­ 
aeologists of the State Historical 
commission

near Titusville centuries before the 
white man. 
Investigation of the pits discov- i 
ered years ago near the world’s first I 
practical oil well by the archaeologi­ 
cal survey headed by Donald A. i 
Cadzow showed the Indians sought | 
clay which was near the surface,! 
and not oil, Cadsow reported to D r.1 
James N. Rule, state superintendent j 
of public instruction. 
“In that particular area, the clay 
is very near the surface.” Cadzow ! 
reported. “Indians discovered that 
this fact and whenever they needed 
clay for pottery making they dug a 1 
pit and exposed the clay. We dug I 
out four of them and tested two oth­ 
ers. 
“In two we found digging sticks. 
These apparently had been cut on 
the ends with crude tools, probably 
stone axes. The air-tight clay pre­ 
served the wood. There was no sign 
of oil in any of the pits.”

Indians Did Not 


Find Oil Prior To 
Time Of White Man 


(International News Service) 


HARRISBURG, Aug. 23.—Arch- 


aeologists of the State Historical 
commission 
today 
exploded the 


myth that Indians in Northwestern 
Pennsylvania 
obtained 
crude oil 


from the site of the Drake oil well 
near TitusviJle centuries before the 
white man. 


Investigation of the pits discov- 


ered years ago near the- world's first 
practical oil well by the archaeologi- 
cal survey headed by Donald A 
Cadzow showed the Indians sought 
clay which was near the surface, 
and not oil, Cadsow reported to Dr 
James N. Rule, state superintendent 
of public instruction. 


"In that particular area, the clay 


is very near the surface," Cadzow : 
reported. "Indians discovered that 
this fact and whenever they needed 
clay for pottery making they dug a 
pit and exposed the clay. We dug 
out four of them and tested two oth- 
ers. 


"In two we found digging sticks 


These apparently had been cut on 
the ends with crude tools, probably 
stone axes. The air-tight clay pre- 
served the wood. There was no sim 
of oil in any of the pits "

"gift" inasmuch as 75 percent of 
the pigs raised here are shipped 
alive at the age of eight weeks to 
farmers all over the northeast. The 
farmers thereby escape paying any 


j processing tax. 
The tax is paid 


only when the pig or the grown hog 


i is slaughtered. 
That most of these pigs are pur- 


chased by farmers who raise them 
to hogs, and when they are sold as 
such a year or so later the packer 
must pay a processing tax of 52.25 
for every 200 pounds. 
There is a 


25-cent tax on every eight-week-old 
pig that is slaughtered. 


That these checks will come in 
handy to farmers because now they 
can pay their taxes. 


New England fanners raise 176,000 


hogs annually, according to the gov- 
ernment's figures, with a total of 1,- 
094 farmer-raisers who have signed 
the AAA contracts. 
The amount 


each farmer receives from the corn- 
hog processing tax was determined 
on the basis of the average figures 
for the annual production over a 
two-year period, 1932 and 1933. 


For every pig a farmer raises over 


his quota he must pay a $20 fine, 
unless he promises to kill the excess 
Pigs. 


The farmer is paid on a basis of 


S5 a head for three-quarters of the 
number of pigs he produced during 
the average year. 
For example, if 


he raised 1,000 pigs, his quota now 
would be 750, and he would be paid 
750 times $5 to reduce his produc- 
tion this year, 


Big- Hog District 


The corn-hog program in New 


England, despite the payments to 
New England farmers, is small when 
it is compared with other hog-rais- 
ing regions of the country, but in 
New England the individual farmer 
fares better. In Indiana alone there 
are as many contracts as there are 
in the whole of New England but 
there no farm boasts more than 100 
pigs. 
Some in New England boast 


6,000 to 8,000. 


Newspapers in that area termed 


the New England hog raiser 
the 


"forgotten man" and declared that 
the "forgotten farm" was the rea- 
son for the official .underestimate 
of the size of the hog industry in 
that section. 
Inexperienced census 
takers had erred. 


In Middlesex county, it is said, 


25 of the farmers refused to sign 
contracts designed 
to 
lower 
the 


nation's supply of hogs and thereby 
to improve the prices for pork, and 
no federal checks go to them. But 
the government said that just the 
same they must operate under the 
terms of the processing tax and yet 
share none of the benefits. 


Farmers the country over 
are 


reading now that a total of $120 - 
000,000 will be paid by the govern- 
ment to hog raisers in all parts of 
the country this year because they 
: reduced their production.

A new era in police 
operations 


here is about to start, and in time, 
according to police, the proof of hav- 
ing good equipment will be borne 
out by results. The new police cars, 
each equipped with a radio receiving 
set and siren have been put In op- 
eration and the police radio trans- 
mitted and receiving sets were given 
preliminary tests yesterday. The re- 
ception was very plain. 


In connection with the new cars 
it might be said that the receipts 
realized from the police benefit box- 
ing show has already started to work 
For instance blankets for all cars 
have been bought. In case an in- 
jured person is picked up. he will be 
wrapped in a blanket which will 
prevent blood flowing all over the 
seats. New Covers for the seats were 
also secured and within two weeks 
a new motorcycle will have been de- 
livered here. 


The motorcycle also was bought 


with funds raised from the boxing 
show. The cycle will be equipped in 
an uptodate manner. It will have a 
radio receiving set and a siren al- 
though the latter will not be as large 
as those in the new bolice cars. The 


sidecar from the old motorcycle will 
be connected with the new cycle. It 
will be painted blue. 


Chief Haven plans to purchase

Machine guns 
are mighty weapons for bandits but 
not for police and It is reported by 
police authorities that a shot from 
a high powered rifle into the motor 
of a car will wreck it 
completely. 


The department now has a quantity 
of gas weapons. 


It is also said that target pistols 


may be secured and before long the 
city police will be given pistol prac- 
tice regularly. Those who operate 
the cruiser cars will also be sent to 
a rifle range and the marks they 
make kept on record. In addition 
each car operator will be held strict • 
ly to account for the good condition 
of his automobile.

will cruise. In case of a serious out- 
break of lawbreaking a broadcast 
will direct the different cars in sucn 
a way that escape will be difficult 
for the criminals. In the past if an 
officer did not see a police light 
flashing at a police box the auto in 
which he was riding had to first re- 
turn to police station to find out 
what if there was trouble. The radio 
is expected to change this system 
entirely.

tending that an occupation tax is 
the only revenue which can be ob- 
tained almost overnight because the 
tax can be made immediately effec- 
tive and the machinery is set up to 
make collections.
